the  Bureau  to  advise  that  the  Board  of  Psychological  V/arfare,  a — — — — 

Joint  eonimittee  of  the  State,  ¥ar  and  Kavy  Departments,  has  recently  effected 


the  release  from  internment  In  Canada  of  an  individual  who  is  to  he  known 
in  this  country  as  BrnesA  Sedgwicl-:,  who  was  formerly  a hi^  ranking  and 
influential  member  of  the  hszi  regime.  It  should  be  stated  at  this  point 
that,  althou^  Mr.  Carter  would  not  say  so,  this  individual  is  tindoubtedly 
Putzi  Eanfraegel,  former  Nazi  party  official,  who  has  been  interned  in 
Canada.  Be  advised  that  while  in  the  United  States  this  individual  will 
be  used  on  varied  assignments  such  as  analyzing  propaganda,  preparing 
biographies  of  Nazi  leaders  and  "such  other  assignment f as  the  Board  of 
Psychological  v^'arfare  may  thinl:  up  for  him". 


Kr.  Carter  stated  that  Sedg>k'ick  is  presently  at  Fort  Belvoir, 
Tirginia,  where  he  will  reside  during  the  tenure  of  his  stay  in  this 
country,  which  it  Is  believed  will  be  for  ebcut  three  months.  He  steted 
that  it  is  desired  that  a Special  Agent  of  the  Federa^;^ur€»au  of  Investi- 
gation be  continuously  assigned  to  Sedgwick  while  he  is  in  this  country'. 


Kr.  Carter  advised  that  the  purpose  of  this  assinomeat  would 
be  first  "to  keep  an  eye  on  Sedgwick  to  see  thet  he  does  not  escape"; 
seeoi^, ‘■to  satisfy  the  British  we  are  taking  reasonable  precautionB  to 
see  that  he  does  not  escape";  and  third,  "to  obtain  such  information  of 
an  intelligence  nature  as  nay  be  of  Interest  to  us  in  connection  with 
the  assigznaents  which  are  given  to  him  by  the  Board  of  Psychological 
Warfare".  Kr.  Carter  stated  that  Sedgwick  will  be  under  the  sole  control 


of  himself  and  Under  Secretary  of  State  Suainer  V/elles«

he  did  not  believe  that  the  "guarding  problem"  of  Sedgwick  would  be  much 
of  a task  in  view  of  the  fact  this  individual  hee  a son  in  the  United 
States  Arior  Air  Corps.
